18 ft runabouts and a 22 ft fishing boat. All of the boats remained outside the security zone and 
conducted a peaceful protest in accordance with their stated intent. There were no incidents reported. 

The group NION intends to create a "Pink Platoon." They intend to create a peace presence at any or all 
of the Sea^ir events by wearing pink military garb. Their actions may be equal parts theater and direct 
action. The Pink Platoon will march in formation, hand out literature, and generally attempt to undermine 
the militaristic ethos of Seafair. 


Uncorroborated information indicates that one of the groups is planning to cond uct a sit-in or some othe r 
form of Physical demonstration during the public tours on one of the naw shios.l I 
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NCIS has advised the ships of this and are taking steps to handle these situations should the occur.

Commander Sellers, of Navy Region Northwest, was recently asked if the fleet at SE/^FAIR 
would be carrying radioactive depleted uranium munitions. She stated that she did not know If 
depleted uranium would be aboard the vessels and that if she did, she would probably not be 
able to say. 

The last protest vessel to meet the SEAFAIR fleet was in August 2000. At that time tlie U.S. 
Coast Guard stopped the boat with banner proclaiming "Choose Life", and ordered It out of 
Elliott Bay. Activists have sought legal advice for this year.

Fact Sheet: U.S. Navy Fleet arrival at SEAFAIR on July 
30 in Elliott Bay 

Almost every surface vessel in the U.S. Navy has the CIWS or Close-In Weapons System, 
which is capable of firing up to 4,500 20mm rounds per minute as a final ship defense against 
missiles and fighter planes. This Is the gun system, according to Navy documents released in 
December 2002, used to fire radioactive depleted uranium rounds into prime fishing waters off 
the Washington State coast. The gun must be fired twice a month for testing and calibration 
purposes. 

Depleted uranium, U-238, is a waste product of the process to enrich uranium for use in 
nuclear power plants and weapons production. Depleted uranium is 1.7 times as dense as lead 
and has a half-life of 4.5 billion years. 

When a depleted uranium projectile impacts a solid surface, the pyrophoric properties of this 
leavy metal ignite, producing intense heat, resulting In an aerosolized radioactive release as 
:he projectile quickly burns through the armor. The residue of this firestorm is an extremely 
!ine ceramic uranium dust that can be spread by the wind, inhaled and absorbed into the 
luman body, and absorbed by plants and animals, becoming part of the food chain. 

tn a 1995 study, the Army Environmental Policy Institute concluded, "If depleted uranium 
enters the body, it has a potential to generate significant medical consequences. The risks 
associated with depleted uranium are both chemical and radiological." 

(n 2000, the U.S. Department of Energy admitted that depleted uranium used in Kosovo was 
contaminated with "transuramic" (heavier than uranium) fission wastes from inside nuclear 
reactors. Munitions used were spiked with plutonium, neptunium and americium. 

Documents recently released through the Freedom of Information Act show gross negligence 
of the U.S. Navy in handling depleted uranium rounds. In August 2001 the Navy mistakenly 
shipped 20mm depleted uranium rounds instead of tungsten rounds to the U.S. CoaS: Guard

support base. The "direct actions" endorsed by NION and Ground Zero have publicly been limited 
to a flotilla that will attempt to impede the progress of U.S. Navy Vessels and U.S. Coast Guard 
vessels as they enter into Elliot Bay. This will be accomplished with small private vessels and 
banners. The other "direct actions" that are being talked about in the open include marches and 
other banner hangs at public venues during the open tours of the vessels. 
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In the Seafair activities three years ago. Ground Zero used a small- vessel to approach a U.S. 
Navy Submarine while in transit displaying an antl-war/anti-nuclear weapons banner. While this 
incident did not result in any law enforcement action of significance by the U.S. Coast Guard, it 
did result in a very significant bombardment of both the U.S. Coast Guard and U.S. Navy in the 
form of FOIA requests, telephone calls, newspaper articles and television interviews featuring 
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
